New Jersey Must 8 Bid Farewell 
Gaudy Advertisements of All 
Thirst Extinguishers.

TRENTON (N. J.) May 9.—[({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] By July 4 next there 
will have been removed from the, ex- 
terior of every saloon, restaurant poe 
hotel in New Jersey the hundreds of 
dollars worth of signs advertising the 
various makes of beer, whiskies and 
other liquors. This is in compliance 
with a law passed at a recent sessior. 
of: the New Jersey Legislature and 
signed by Gov. Fort. 

The bill was introduced by Assem- 
blyman Eppinger of Hudson éounty, 
and went through the Assembly and 
Senate without’ much opposition. It 
provides that all signs advertising 
breweries and wholesale liquor deal- 
ers or manufacturers must be removed 
from the outside of the establishments 
of retail dealers by Julv 4 Failure 
to do so will result in criminal action 
against the violator. 

In Trenton while the bill was under 
consideration by the legislature it 
was freely said the brewers were be- 
hind it. The retail liquor interests 
were opposed to it, but no serious 
clash resulted. 

The purpose of the brewers in pro- 
curing the passage of the law is to 
put an end to the Sredthe and ex- 
pensive practice of up sarge 
costly signs.

As to the wreck of the Portland, it is pointed 
out that that vessel left Boston harbor against the 
protests of the Weather Bureau official, personally 
delivered to the captain, and in the face of storm 
signals that had been flying for many hours along 
the New England coast. The harbors were filled 
with craft that had heeded the signals and were 
waiting for the storm to come. The Weather Bu- 
reau says that these are facts which disprove Mr. 
Hough’s indictment. It quotes a New York

amined every item of expenditure for several years, 
and found no irregularities. Hough unpleasantly 
describes the observatory for scientific investiga- 
tions at Mount Weather as “a summer resort.” The

| money to the carrying on of experimentation, “so 
Pighat the science that is at the back of the art of 
forecasting may be improved.” It added that it 
found no evidence of extravagance or misapplica- 
tion of funds in the creation of the institution at 
Mount Weather, which it believed to have been 
worthily and the plans thus far to have 
been efficiently executed.

E PROFESSION OF HOME-MAKING. 
Women have invaded most of the “learned” 

professions and have proved their ability to hold 
honorable places as physicians, lawyers, teachers, 
preachers, and so on. But they are only beginning 
to recognize that their own special field, home- 
making, is a profession demanding a higher order 
of intelligence and greater wisdom and 
than any other known occupation. Wi t exon- 
erating man from his share of responsibility, it is 
true that a large proportion of the suffering and 
unhappiness of the world is due to the ignorance 
and unwisdom of‘certain mothers and housewives. 
And this manifest unfitness for their duties is 
largely owing to the fact that so many women have 
received no adequate training or preparation for 
their life work. 3 

The trend of our modern life constantly demands 
a higher degree of intelligence and efficiency in every 
department; only the trained worker who has re- 
ceived ‘special preparation for his occupation or 
profession can expect to be eminently successful; 
yet we have continued to take it for granted that a 
woman could be a competent housekeeper and bear 
and rear children wisely, just because she was a 
woman. At the same time the girl must serve an 
apprenticeship before she can become a department 
store clerk and must give years to study and prepa- 
ration before she is permitted to‘ teach other >e0- 
ple’s children in school. But, at last, it is 
nized that the care of a home and of children can 
be reduced: to a science and that systematic study 
and training in domestic science, home economics, 
or, more broadly still, the science of housekeeping 
and the art of ‘home-making, will increase the ef. 
ficiency of the home-maker as certainly as the 
of drawing benefits the architect or that of surgery 
is essential to the physician. Courses of study, in- 
cluding such subj as: “The House, Its Plan, 
Decoration and Care;” “Bacteriology, Hygiene and 
Chemistry of the Household;” “Principles of Cook. 
ery;” “Food and Dietetics;” “Household Manage. 
ment;” “Home Care of the Sick;” “Textiles and 
Clothing;” “Study of the Child;” “Care of Chil. 
dren”—these are offered in a number of our higher 
schools of learning and in special schools; while 
our public schools, generally, are offering elo. 
mentary instruction in domestic science. 

All of this training is tending in the right direc. 
tion and the profession of home-making will, in 
time, take its legitimate rank. This will mean a

BUSINESS DISTURBANCE CAUSED 
BY WAR. WITH RUSSIA. 


the Subsidy Idea ag a Promoter of 
Prosperity Led to Some Curious 
Results. . 


[Shanghal Timés:] The#fnancial cri- 
sis through which Japan is passing is 
a direct and natural result of the cost 
of her war with Russia, superinduced 
by the disturbance caused by the mone- 
tary in the United States and 
the fall in silver which enabied the 
iste Oe of Chinese silk to compete 
more favorably with the Japanese 
and which, from the Chinese 
point of view, advanced the price of 
articles which China had been import- 
ing from Japan. 

A further, but perhaps more remote, 
cause is the reaction in commercial af- 
fairs which necessarily followed the 
era of overspeculation and stimulated 


tion of hostilities. This reaction came 
at a time when it was most keenly felt 
by the masses as well as the specula- 
tora, and a condition has arisen which 
will require sagacity of no mean order 
to be displayed by the statesmen en- 
trusted with the administration of her 
affairs. 
The government tried In many ways 
to restrain the fever for speculation, 
but advice was disregarded, and spec- 
vlation only ceased when the bubble 
burst. So rife was the gambling spirit, 
fed as it was with unearned dividends 
paid before the ink was dry on the 
charter of corporations, that small 
weavers were encouraged and helped 
to develop, and, as a result, the de- 
mand for Japanese yarn became 40 
great that in order to supply the home 
market the eotton milis allowed the 
very excellent trade they had been at 
great pains to build up in this coun- 
try to go by default, and now awake 
to find that Mast Indian yarns have 
supplanted .the Japancse yarns in this 
market, while the home market is 
dead. 
The Japanese people have gotten the 
idea that Peubeléy is the sovereign rem- 
edy for every commercial ill, and, with 
a view to reviving foreign trade the 
cotton spinners held a meeting and 
evolved. the unique idea of taxing 
themselves for a private subsidy in 
pound of yarn ship ore 
market. They Pam t this would 
them te below the market 
price, but, in this they were hoisted 
on their own petard, as their feelings 
are rather to be imagined than de- 
sori when each one was called upon 
to pay his share of a bounty to be 
given to another spinner in order to 
reward the jatter for cutting down the 
rice of the former's preduct. The 
ottery schenie, another means devised 
by the cotton spinners tO combat 
East Indian competition, sets out the 
condition of the cotton trade in bold 
relief. This scheme was rather in- 
genious and consisted of piacing tick- 
ets:in bales of yarn, entitiing the find- 
ers to prizes, but the originators were 
umable to cope with the roar of con- 
demnation with which their project 
was received Pe country

est, most delicate machine that was 
ever constru of the same number 
of parts. About 175 different pieces 
of material enter into its construction, 
and upward of 2400 separate opera- 
tions are comprised in its manufac- 
ture. 

Some of the facts connected with 
its performance are simply incredible, 
when congidered in total. A black- 
smith strikes several hundred blows 
on his anvil in a day, and is right 
giad when Sunday comes around; but 
the roller jewel of a watch makes 
every day, and day after day, 432,000 
impacts against the oe Or 157,680,000 
blows in a year wi t stop or rest, 
or 3,158,600,000 in the short space o 
twenty years, says a watchmaker in 
the Chicago News: 
These figures are beyond the grasp 
of our feeble intellects, but the mar- 
vel does not stop here. It has been 
caiculated that the power that moves 
the watch is equivalent to only four 
times the force used tn a flea’'s jump; 
consequently it might be called a 
flour-flea power. One  horse-power 
would suffice to run * 270,000,000 
watches. 

Now the balance wheel of a watch 
is moved by this four-flea power one 
and forty-three-one-hundredths inches 
with each vibration—3558% miles con- 
tinuously in « in one year.

Ruins of a Great City Found on the 
isthmus of Tehaun- 


tepec. 

{Exchange:] Archeologists of Mexico 
are much interested in being 
made in the ruins of what was once a 
reat city, situated near the town of 
oO , on the Isthmus of Tehaun- 
tepec. The ruins are now easily ac- 
cessible, the Pan-American Railroad 
passing through the new town of 
Tonola, within an hour's journey on 
horseback of the ruins. 

Dr. George A. Dorsey, curator of an- 
thropology of the Field Museum of 
Chicago, visited the place recently and 
was greatly impressed With the magni- 
tude of the ruins and their possibili- 
ties for throwing light upon the prehis- 
toric civilization of Southeastern Mex- 
ico and Central America. The wall 
which surrounded the ancient city is 
still in a fair state of preservation. It 
is made of giant granite biocks. 

The city had an area of perhaps 
twenty-five square :niles and its. popu- 
lation must have been more than 50,000 
people. The bulidings were of the type 
that characte the earliest known 
civilization of Mexico as shown by 
ruins in Yoecatan. Some of them were 
of imposing mature, and the ruins stili 
give evidence of beauty. Up to this

wires. In this case it is apparent that 
the brain which interprets and not the 
sense organ is at fault. 

When a.man has had his leg ampu- 
tated he often complains of pain in 
the toes of the missing limb. In one case 
the patient felt very strongly the pain 
of a troublesome corn which had been 
on a toe of his amputated foot. An- 
other patient remarked to his doctor: 
“I am more sure of the leg which isn’t 
than the one I have.” The explanation 
is that the impressions which were 
wont to be received from the missing 
limb passed in definite nerve channels 
to a definite area in the brain. The im- 
pression is transmitted from the end 
of the shortened nerve, which formerly 
connected with-such things as toes and 
corns, but the brain center has not ac- 
quired the power of localizing it in th 
siump. A similar case is illustrated 
when a patient who has had a de- 
fective nose patched by a flap of fore- 
head skin feels that his forehead is 
touched when the nose is tickled. 

A curious optical illusion is present- 
ed by a face in a picture. The eyes ap- 
pear to follow the spectator from 
whatever direction the picture is 
viewed. The brain plays a certain part 
in assisting this deception <f sight. The 
painting, being on a flat surface, pre- 
sents to the spectator a front view of 
the object only, and this in whatever 
position he may stand. brain 
translates the continuous front view 
into the illusion of the moving eye.

EW DREDGER 
FOR BIG JOB. 


LAUNCHED FOR WORK ON MINER 


+ FILL AT SAN PEDRO. 


Task for Which It Is Required 
Will Occupy from Three to Five 
Years—Power Will Be Furnished 
Over Special Electric Wire. Run 
from Los Angeles to Port. 


SAN PEDRO, May 9.—The new elec- 
trié dredger built for the Outer Har- 
bor and Dock Company for work on 
the Miner fill, was launched last night 
by the United Iron Works. It will be 
completed ready for operation by 
July 1. 

The boat is 90x72 feet, substantially 
bullt with a copper bottom, and draws 
six and one-half feet of water. It will 
be equipped with a twelve-inch sand 
pump having a capacity of 200 cubic 
yards per hour. The cutter ladder 
will permit dredging to a depth of 
thirty feet. For the sand pump a 200- 
horse-power motor will be required 
and for the cutter a 150-horse-power 
motor. Power will be furnished by 
the Edison Electric Company. A spe- 


ciai line will be run from Los An- 
geles. & 

Randolph H. Miner, dent of 
Outer arbor and Dock Company, 


states that it will require three years 
to complete the work with this 
dredger, working twenty-four hours 4 
day. Under the terms of the com- 
pears franchise from the city of San 
San Pedro is greatly interested in 
this concession for the reason that the 
city has reserved 1000 feet of front- 
age on the outer bulkhead line back 
of which it will have a 200-foot right 
of way. The city also has an outlet 
from this frontage by @ street 100 feet 
wide from the foot of Palos Verdes 
street, and @ cross street from the 
foot of Twenty-second street. 

The entire concession contains 153 
acres, extending 5500 feet from shore, 
1000 feet wide. It Iles between San 
Pedro and Center streets and is con- 
sidered one ofthe most valuable 
franchises ever granted by the city.

Report of School Census Marshal

POMONA, May 9.—A reliable esti- 
mate of the population of this city is 
now 12,321.

Members of Force Who Hope to 
Win Promotions Strive to Make 
Records as Straight Shooters. 
Rapid Firing One of Features. 
‘Scores Out of One Hundred. 


“There was a sound——” 

That is as much of the old quota-. 
tion as may be used in a description of 
the police examination squad on the 
range yesterday forenoon. It was any- 
thing but a sound of revelry. There 
was laughter, "tis true, loud guffahs, 
but this came under the classification 
of fiendishly derisive cachinnations, 
and the rattle of the six-shooters 
surely would have made Waterloo 
sounds like a popcorn social in Mis- 
souri. 

The shooting was part of the exam- 
ination fifteen valiant members of the 
police force have entered in of 
winning premotions. They had 
demonstrated ‘physicai vigor and dex- 
terity enough to entitle any of them

DOMESTIC SCIENCE 
IN THE GRADES.

_ At this time it is no longer a ques- 
tion of domestic science in .the grades, 
but, rather, what shall be the line of 
work given. | 

One of the crying needs of the whole 
present schooi system is more thor- 
oughness. Everywhere we find the 
game superficiality—there ig no study 
where this is not true, and as domestic 
science teachers we need to watch this 
carefully. In our own branches we 
have an excellent opportunity to insist 
u thoroughness, and we must do 
this. 

To accomplish this, two things are 
needed: Well equipped, conscientious 
teachers and a course which allows for 
the pupil to. advance in skill 
knowledge of the subjects chosen. 

I would choose to lay all my empha- 
sis upon the subjects of serving and 
cooking dur the grammar grades,
